Hi David, 


I just met with Rich re/ this situation in the Cherokee garage. 


I wanted to see if you could work with us on a solution. As you know, the property owners who 
support this BID are spending in excess of $1.3M to keep this part of Hollywood clean. These two 
particular spots have access to the electrical plug which allows our team to charge their Taylor 
Dunn vehicles to go out and pick up trash throughout the neighborhood. When those cones are 
not there, people will park in those spaces (despite the fact that there are many open spaces in the 
garage). When we cannot charge these vehicles, our ability to pick up trash is severely hampered. 


That said, we are bidding out our maintenance contract and we will NOT be using electrical 
vehicles in the new year, for precisely this reason. This has been a very frustrating equipment 
problem for us. 


Can we work something out for the remainder of the year - or could you help us get access to 
electrical outlets with reserved parking spaces in either the Vine Street garage or the H/H garage 
between now and the end of the year so we can finish out the current maintenance contract with 
their equipment?

Please note that we are once again noticing that some of the spaces on the second level of the Cherokee garage are 
being blocked off with cones. We have had issues with your contractor blocking off these spaces in the past for his 
vehicles. These are the prime spaces in the garage directly adjacent to the stairs and elevator and cannot be removed 
from public use. We have informed our Parking Operator to immediately remove and confiscate any unauthorized cones 
from the garage. Please note that if your contractor is reserving space for his vehicles, it could result in the revocation of 
monthly parking privileges. 


Again, your contractor is welcome to use the public chargers in the garage under the posted terms and conditions and 
DOT is willing to allow them reserved parking in a less-utilized portion of the garage.
